Dublin, Jan. 16.—The British and 
Irish representatives met today at the 
Mansion house 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
transferring the reins of governm ent 
from the crow n to the free state. 
Viscount Fitzolan, viceroy of Ire­ 
land, is a mem ber of the provisional 
government. 
This provisional adm in­ 
istration, headed by A rthur Griffith 
and Michael Collins, was ready to as­ 
sume all responsibilities, after which 
th e British authority will withdraw 
from the country. 
Dublin, Jan. 16.—Ireland today be­ 
came a self-governing state. 
Lloyd 
Fitzalan, viceroy of Ireland, turned 
over his 
powers 
of 
government 
to 
Michael Collins and the provisional 
southern cabinet, in a dram atic m eet­ 
ing at Dublin Castle. 
At the sam e time, word came from 
the war office at London that several 
battalions of British troops had been 
ordered to evacuate immediately. 
The reins of Irish legislation and 
government, as provided for by the 
treaty signed by Irish plenipotentiaries 
and the B ritish cabinet at Downing 
street on December 6, 1921, were form ­ 
ally handed to Michael Collins to ac­ 
cept in the nam e of the southern pro­ 
visional parliam ent. 
The British 
authority 
will retire 
from Ireland immediately. 
The proc­ 
ess of reorganizing the m achinery of 
governm ent and building up the p er­ 
sonnel of the new government, which 
will become the Irish free state, will 
begin forthwith.

The shop crafts object especially to 
the new rule that eliminates time and 
a half pay for work after eight hours 
The federal labor board fixed IO hours 
as the limit before time and a half 
could be charged. 
Objection also is 
made to the rule paying men regularly 
employed on Sundays the regular rate 
instead of time and a half.

of a wider European settlement, sim­ 
ilar to that reached at Washington. 
2. 
The Genoa economic conference 
must be a real medium for Euro­ 
pean 
economic 
relonstruction. 
It 
must be made to produce results which 
the dissension of no one nation can 
destroy. 
3. 
An association of nations, In­ 
cluding ths late enemy states and Rus­ 
sia, aud if possible, the United States, 
should be the outgrowth of the parley, 
Lloyd George believes.

AMERM AN SCHOOL HISTORIES 


Some of our leading newspapers, in 
discussing the wave of international­ 
ism that has swept across the United 
States in-reeent years, have called at­ 
tention to the campaign of criticism 
against the American histories which 
are being used in our schools. 
This 
campaign is general and persistent, 
and we frequently read statements to 
the effect that our children are being 
given a distorted story of the early 
days of this country, particularly of 
the Revolutionary 
period- that 
the 
Colonists are extolled and the British 
policies and actions denounced in a 
manner that gives the young mind an 
erroneous impression of what actually 
took place. 
This form of propaganda 
is unusually insiduous. 
The Ameri­ 
can people certainly do not want an 
untruthful presentation 'of history in 
their schools, but neither do they wish 
to destroy the glorious traditions sur­ 
rounding the birth of the Republic, 
upon which American 
patriotism 
is 
founded. 
* 
.It must not be forgotten that his­ 
tory largely depends upon the view­ 
point of the writer. A British and an 
American account of the Revolution 
might both record with accuracy what 
took place, yet the former would re­ 
flect, much credit upon Great Britain 
and bring censure on the conduct of 
the Revolutionists, while the latter 
would convey the impression that Hie 
American cause was wholly just and 
the methods adopted by the Colonists 
to attain their freedom completely ins­ 
tilled. 
The proposition that our American 
histories should be rewritten is in line 
with all the other dreams of the true 
internationalist. 
If nationalism is to 
be suppressed %nd we are to have a 
single world state, it will then be time 
for the League of Nations, or some 
other central agency to redraft his­ 
tory with strict 
elimination 
of all 
touches of national sentiment and pa­ 
triotism. 
The spirit of nationalism is 
just now pretty strong in the United 
States, however,and while it lasts Am­ 
erican children will be given Ameri­ 
can histories written by Americans 
and we sincerely hope aud believe that 
it will always be so. 


The State Supreme Court bas ren­ 
dered a decision to the effect that pro­ 
bate judges elected at the November, 
1920, election will bold office for four 
years in place of two years.
